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SILENCER OF INTERNAL COMBUSTION ENGINE 

A silencer of an internal combustion engine characterized 
by including a branching tube in a part of an exhaust gas 
introducing tube which penetrates a low frequency resonance 
chamber, wherein the low frequency resonance chamber is 
separated from an expansion chamber and length 1 of the 
branching tube is a length necessary to obtain fr of 80 to 120 
Hz in an equation of: 



Herein, in the above equation, fr is resonant frequency; C, the 
speed of sound; a, a radius of the branch tube; and V, a capacity 
of the low-frequency resonance chamber. 
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
